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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This Office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed December 23, 2004. 
Claims 1 and 7 have been amended. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. Claims 1, 6, and 7 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Bellinger (US Patent No. 6,349, 253). 

Claim 1: 

Bellinger discloses an alarm system for a vehicle having a motorized drive, the alarm 
system comprising: 

a. a sensor for sensing a specified condition of the vehicle; and 

b. a controller for causing motorized drive of the vehicle, in response to the specified 
condition, to accelerate with a vehicle acceleration modulated with a periodic modulation 
such that the vehicle acceleration altemates between braking and speeding up and braking 
over each period of the modulation. 

See fig. 4A-4D. 
Claim 6: 
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An alarm system according to claim 1, the specified condition including at least one of 
low battery power, a specified vehicle speed, and receipt by the controller of conflicting values 
from redundant subsystems. 

Claim 7: 

The rejection of claim 7 recites the rejection of claim 1, except it is a method claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rev^itten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Applicant's Remarks 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 12/23/2004 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Argument: 

"Claim 1 is directed to an alarm system for alerting the operator of a vehicle having a 
motorized drive which in part requires a controller for causing the motorized drive, in response 
to (a) specified condition, to accelerate the vehicle." Thus, in response to a condition sensed by a 
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sensor, the motorized drive accelerates the vehicle. The Bellinger reference does not teach or 
suggest such an arrangement. Both claim 1 and Bellinger use sensors to determine characteristics 
of a vehicle's operation. But where claim 1 uses a controller and motorized drive to impart an 
acceleration to a vehicle, Bellinger describes using a controller and brakes to terminate an 
undesired acceleration of an out of control vehicle (i.e., a runaway truck)." 

Response to Applicant's Remarks 

Response: 

The applicant's argument is not deemed persuasive because the term "acceleration" can 
be broadly interpreted as either negative acceleration, i.e. deceleration, or conventional 
acceleration. Therefore, the rejection is maintained.
